competitive examination to determine 
their fitness for the office. 
The postm aster general 
issued

statem ent explaining the purpose of 
the new executive order declaring that 
President T aft’s action in putting the 
fourth class postm asters in the clas­ 
sified service was not sufficient and 
that the mere placing of 
a 
“great 
horde of persons” in the classified 
service was not in conformity with 
the spirit of the civil service as there 
wTere no tests to determine the merits 
of the applicants. 
The new order which substantially 
am ends the Taft executive order, re­ 
tains in the 
classified 
service 
all 
fourth class postm asters, but specifi­ 
c a lly requires a competitive exam ina­ 
tion and a selection by post office in­ 
spectors from among the first three 
eligible applicants. 
The order places 
the age limit for appointees 
at 
65 
years of age. 
Mr. Burleson in his discussion of 
the situation indicates that the W il­ 
son adm inistration wishes to take the 
fourth class postm asters out of poli­ 
tics but points out that dem ocrats as 
w'ell as republicans will have an op­
